An I naw yon think of an edacsted and re- 
fined woman, upon an castor® I jeeam platform, 
charming by ber eminently lady -like manner*, 
taatefal dr mm, pleaaant Toioe and piquant es- 
say* the faatidiona gentlemen who shun the 
preaenne of moat female orator*, from dread of 
encountering one of tboae tearful creature* who 
are said to " atride, aoold and gesticulate. 
Woman in the lyoeum of the westers frontier 
in a different thing, but woman atiil. 

Iaurt Thursday evening. there were nineteen 
women present at the meeting of the lyoeum, 
held in the log school-house, three miles from 
her*. Grace was one of them, for the question 
ef Woman Suffrage wan up for discussion, and 
she was especially invited and appointed among 
the disputants -the first time a woman has been 
honored with such an appointment I was invit- 
ed also, with an offer of two horses and s sleigh to 
carry me there and bring me safely home again. 
But on Dot's account 1 could not think of it for 
a moment. Only with their aunt Grace, or 
with their father (still absent) would I leave the 
children, and it waa better every way. that 
Grace should go than that 1 should. I would 
as soon administer poison in some other shape 
as to take my little ones into a crowd on a 
winter evening. Regular sleep is beet for every- 
body, and it seems to me one of the inslienahte 
rights of children. But— will Yon believe it ? 
five of tbs nineteen women present were mo- 
ther*. having little haties with them, some 
younger than Dot t Every one of those five 
women. I believe, opposes Woman Hnffrage, 
firmly believing that •• Home is woman's 
sphere 1 " 

O consistency ! One of those ssme women 
sometimes leave* four children nndcr twelve 
yesr* of age at home alone, half a mile from 
seigh tors, while ahe takes the baby snd goes 
with her husband in the evening to • religions 
meetings ' This women's hnsliand assure* 
ms »hsl if women ever do "get to vote, he 
knows that his "woman " never will go to an 
election. We shall see. 

But the lyoentn — it was gotten up by the 
young folks, and its President and Secretary 
are pupils of the district school. People of 
all ages take (Mart in it, for evening entertain 
»ents are aneree in this country. Everybody 
was awake to hear something on the •• live quee 
toon” of Woman s Rights, and the little school- 
house ha* never been so crowded on any nccs 
aion as it waa that night 1 hr* a judges were 
appointed a* usual This time one man and 
two women, and the women both voted in the 
affirmative (for Woman's Huffragr) against the 
mans judgment The sign menu on the 
negative, as usual, took the form <4 prophecy 
of evil sure to Itefail the family and general 
ancietv. In case the ballot should be given to 
women < Hem res the BibU was made a stum 
hliag block. 


Grace made her "mantes speech It is the 
projwr thing now to tell how ah# was dr e s sed , 
but I shall not attempt it. for I nan employ none 
of tbe?c*u*] term* — * * eu train.- •• decollete cor- 
sage, " **a la Pompadour, and so forth To 
tell the truth. Grace and I are such heathens that 
we don’t know what ail those things mean. Nor 
can the French dictionary nor Webster'* un- 
abridged give ns a very clear idea Here i*. a 
field tor missionary labor. I tried to do an 
elder sister * duty by Grace. 1 labored with 
ber. lea* than an hour . fo convince her that 
ber argument* would Dot here the least weight 
with the " honorable judges.” or with any gen- 
tlemen present, if sb* did not wear a more wo- 
manly garb than i* her wont Hh* laughed 
as though she thought roe joking. J told her 
she must remember every minute that ahe w*» 

* woman, and whatever she aaid or did. be sure 
that everything was done in the most approved 
womanly fashion for the popular notion seems 
to be that womanliness is a thing thst cannot 
be trusted to take care of itself, while a woman 
simply tries, in the way that comes most natu- 
ral to her. to k^ep the great commandment upon 
which " hang all the law aod the prophet* 

It wa* of no use. and I had to confess to my- 
self as 1 saw the brave girl setting out on ber 
walk of three miles through the snow, that she 
not only looked very sensible in her short broad- 
cloth dress (just four inches beios her knees i. 
snd with her " trowser* " (cot much like the 
•■peg-tops," which the incorrigible girl de- 
clare* are tbe most comfortable and truly arris 
tic covering* for tbe lower limbs on ordinary 
occasions) laced for the walk inside her bai- 
rn oral hoots- but she really looked very sweet 
and womanly ' There w«* no necessity for tbe 
school -master " to takedown the rail-fence 
(aa be did) for Grace to pass in. when be ea- 
rorted her to the bona# where ahe was to spend 
tbe night after tbe Lyceum debate. ]t must 
have been pure chivalry, for Grace nan climb 
fence* a* easily a* be. And Grace in that 
drew*. ! And be opposed to ber on tbe question i 
of Woman Huffrage ’ Perhaps, after all. when 
we "gel to vote ” all tbe gentlemen will not 
oblige all the ladies tn stand while they ait m 
crowded public places, though some men seem 
to entertain fear* of such result* 

Well, tbe debate held till after eleven o'clock 
and no one felt then that it was over. It is to be 
continued at s future meeting (Baer passed 
the night sleeping on the floor with a fair 
young heiress of the great Tftrnty Church 
property, who live* near the school- house. j 
while 1 did what l could for the canae by lie 
mg awake with Dot ’on one aide and Birdie on 
the oiher. 1 had written an essay (by invita- 
tion) giving a* plainly and concissly ** 1 could 
an affirmative argument for Woman Huffrage. 
and this waa read bv a young girl who is called 
" the best reader in school. “ 

1 was interested to see the question which ia 
now working through the whole human ctreub*. 
toon breaking out in this spot In it all. I see | 
the same lb vine promise of Equality and | 
Brotherhood which has been apparent in all 
the history of the race. sp|Vflring aometiross in 
one shapr snd sometime* tn anothei . and glow 
ing in this movement for the freedom of wo ; 
man more radiantly than ever before I should 
like to Be* how it all eome# out. not Woman 
Huffrage simply, bnt the wonderful human story 
of which that t» but a single chapter

arrangements for a lector*, by enlisting tbc m 
Urwt of noise j whom in the towns to oo-oper- 
sto in, mod patronise the movement I knew 
also that I most labor under much disadvantage 
on account of feebleness of myself and a mo re 
feeble wife, end the grant difficulty of reaching 
town often, when the roads were nearly impaae- 
able, and onr home affairs occupying all oar 
available strength, and very imperfectly cared 
for, at that, 

I went to Marion, had private business with 
an “Honorable" member of the bar, one of 
the moat, if not the moat, influential mnn of onr 
oounty ; a very benevolent man . a member of on* 
of the moat popular churches ; high in hi* pro- 
feaaional role, and an aapirant to high official 
position. J have ainoe learned be ia Presi- 
dent of the Yonng Men's Christian Aaaociation. 

I aaked if he wonld oonntenance a lecture by 
Mra. Btanton. He seemed rather to pity me ; 
and finally gave me quite an extended leetnre 
on the merit $ qf the leader a of the movement, and of 
their principle* and motive* an well. He avowed 
a good many statement* I could not endorae , 
oonclnding with— “I am the lieat Woman n 
Right* man in thia town ; and if you would to- 
day take a vote of the entire female adult popu- 
lation of Marion on the queation of Bnffrage for 
Women, four-fifth* wonld vote against it ADd 
now, Mr. OofT, if you wish to identify yourself 
with this HuflVage movement, I will not dis- 
courage you — just wade in — watie in." 1 cer- 
tainly felt the need of having a lecture from Mrs. 
Htanton. or some other strong, well-booked ad- 
vocate, morn than ever ; and amm after made 
the acquaintance of a few influential ladies who 
wished to see The Revolctioii, and to hoar lec- 
tures on the subject, aod believed a good house 
would lie secured, could we get the lecturer en- 
gaged. They were more sanguine than myself, 
as to the facility of getting a suitable house and a 
favorable public endorsement . for they bail not 
yet encountered the sneers and soandal of the 
real enemies of the movement — the politicians. 

A week later, however, I found their intermit 
very much dampened and cowed, by the misre- 
presentations of the oppoaers. 1 still believed a 
paying audience would be on hand could we 
get the lecturer engaged, as I believed that cu- 
riosity would step in to make np foi the defec- 
tions caused by Ignorance and prejudice. Hub 
sequent development* more than ssti*flcd me of 
my correctness in that estimate. T so stated to 
Mr Carter. He wrote me that he bad for- 
warded onr case to Mrs Htanton at Minneapo- 
lis, and believed she would lecture for ns If 
other engagement* left her at liberty to do so. 
and she would write sccordingly to inform us. 
Rut his letter never reached her. Ho we were 
all left In the dark, until the paper of Slat 
ol March reached us. and then hut twenty-four 
hours to ti»e time of lecturing. (Received on 
the afternoon of the 6th.) On the morning of 
the Oth (the day when the Manon lecture was 
to have been) mv**lf and wife reached Marion. 

A lady, who also had taken The R*voi,rttow, 
had * house engaged (the M. E Church), had 
notice* printed and scattered over town, and 
had the lecture announced In the court (for it 
w*s “ court week ”), and done all t hat could be 
done by «*ne woman to favor a good hearing 
Hut one circumstance perplexed us the social 
atmosphere was murky with rumor* as to the 
whereabout* of Mrs Htanton. Home believed 
her at Mont* cello, other* thought that ah* wa* 
at Oedar Rapids and was to lector* them, and 
td bars believed aba wa* in Marion 


I, however, s c our e d a passage by railroad for 
Mrs. Goff and the nrrtire lady above mentioned 
to go to Oedar Rapid* to aaaroh of her Within 
five or ten minute* of the arrival of the train a 
gentleman prase n t says, * * I, this morning, saw 
Mra. Hr ant on get ui>o the omribu* of the 
American House at the Rapids — going to the 
depot to take the car* for this plane Another 
said. •* Hhe is at Hteven* s in tin* place " (a 
banker bring In a distant part of town). Ob 
further questioning him. he " heard she was 
there,," and that was all be knew. I re- 
quest*-) the ladies to >?$k* passage for Odar 
Rapids, while I called at the hanker *, trusting 
that Mr* Htanton would lie discovered by one 
or the other partv, before the lecture hour. Bhe 
was found at Oedar Rapid*, and was engaged to 
lecture there that evening under the auspice* of 
the Young Men a Christian Association, having 
had no intimation of the Manon appointment 
until The Krvoi.rno* of 31st March reached 
her 

To explain why a special train wa* sent from 
Monticello to Oedar Rapids for her. and re- 
turned i rilhout her, on April 6th. the friend* of 
the cause who sent the train will probably con- 
tribute the necessary tacts, in due time. 

And now I will tell you wbat I found at 
Banker Hteven* *, where I went to find Mra 
Htanton. A lady, just from Cedar Rapids, who 
had aeen and conversed with Mr*. Htanton tbe 
evening previous, wa* favorably impressed with 
her character, motive*, and ability as a speaker 
and champion of Woman » Huff rage But sbe 
herselt “ would never Chink of toting — • would 
never degrade heraelf by riding alongside of a 
nigger ' ” Btill she expressed some desire to 
hear Mr*. Htanton. Mrs. Hteven* ex p r e ssed 
still stronger derives to hear and did not seem 
to fear the “ degradation," a* did her guest, sad 
she felt sure the house engaged for the lec- 
ture (at Marion) would b* filled to a jam. so 
there would be no comfort in the lecture. She 
much regretted that admission had not bee* 
fifty instead of twenty-five cents— not consider- 
ing. I presume, that twenty-five cents saved. to 
many, who would be a* glad to hem a* herself, 
wonld secure to them * weak * supply of bread, 
which could hardly be diNpensed with for the 
most interesting lecture ever delivered

cerned if the husband would road politic* ! \ 
to bis wife as she sewed, and thus increase tbe 
intelligence of both ? 

In the well-to-do class, the present do tie* of 
the women are suoh as might easily give place to 
something better. Those who have small chil- 
dren, even now And time to read novel*, attend 
parties, and be out nearly all night as often a* 
they wish. They afie able and have servants to 
care for their lvalue*, to do their work . and what 
do they accomplish? They make tidies, and 
sofa-pillows, and go calling, and riding, and 
have a good time gene Tally If they do not 
have time to vote, and make abundant prepara- 
tion for it, then who does ? 

Thers are noble women, and perhapi all the 
memorialists belong to this das* ; God Mesa 
them, if they do! we know some «>f them do. \ 
whoac bands are full of good winks, who look ' 
kfter tbe poor, the unconverted, and the fallen, 
and when they die. carry home the record every 
true woman should. If woman s voting is to do 
good to the country, they ought not to overlook 
this good « rork any more than other*, indeed if 
lt« results are to be good it ought to be wrought 
out .for the master. If theae ladie*. after care- 
fnl study and thought, believe that Woman I 
Hnfftage will work evil in the land, they onght 
to say tkirf. rather than l»s*e it upon lack of tim* 
Tbe enfranchisement of Ift.OOO.OoO women will 
be a balance of jxvwer for good m svil. that wifi 
certainly need looking after 

W'hat • obligations there are which cannot b* i 
separated from Knflrag* without sacrificing the 
highest interest* of females and society, wc a>v 
too olvtuse to see. 

The only obligation really binding seems to I 
l»a, to become sufficiently intelligent to knos' 
how to drop into s ballot bo* a p«p«u with th* 
name of the 1**1 candidate upon it. W ith * 
title more intelligence on the |*art of th*. majority 
of women, we think the highest interest* of till 
family would not suffer materially If in tail i 
genee wtU make society »ny worst* than It is 
now. by all mean* let ns go gack U» infantile ig- 
norance. 

If we must go to war if we vote, there will j 
jieibapa not t^e women wanting volunteer* bv • 
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thousands, as there were in the hast war. c mA 
when property laws are ar> a r r an ged that the wo- 
men shall have the right u> control half of what 
they and their husband* together earn, they wtD 
have as much money with which to h're sub- 
stitutes as the men.

He said that the moral 
standard of Christianity and the aciise of duty 
thus enforced are so much higher than those 
of Mahometanism or Hindooism, that the 
professor of such s religion must l*e more 
courageous. Yet he cannot embrace Christian- 
ity, and multitudes feel the same in India be- 
cause they cannot believe in revealed religion, 
or in miracle#. "

greets, joyfully, Wyoming and Utah, where wo- 
man has already been invested with the ballot 
at once the pledge of equality and sceptre of au- 
thority ; and taking oourage irom their example, 
sweeps eastward across the broad valley of the 
Mississippi, and over the Atieghaniea, louder 
and louder, like the noise of rosny waters, it de- 
mands peaoe and union, and s Hu teen th Amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution that shall lift 
all mo monkind in the country from its present 
poodle-dog level, Oberlin women and all, to the 
side of itM colored coachmen, who, by the Fif- 
teenth Amendment, are made (and not too 
anon) the equals of presidents, senators, 
judges, generals and admirals, or whoever, 
or whatever bears rule in our republican 
realm.

“ that women had better attend to the bone* 
hold duties, and oare for the children, and lei 
tbs men attend to politics." 

Having been favored with the acquaintance, 
and partaksn of the hoapitality of many of the 
“strong-minded" women, I could not help 
comparing theii households with those of my 
innocent, well-meaning, though weakly dames 
It oocorred to my mind, that the more know 
ledge, expehenoe, and common sense a woman 
has, the better is she able to bring up children, 
and cook the beefateaks. The more one knows 
of important and deeper subject*, the more one 
knows of little subjects. And a woman who ban 
ao little interest in the affairs of her country, 
that she cares not to keep herself posted shoot 
them, had better gel herself to a nunnery, as a 
specimen of the “stele and unprofitable," 
whose companionship for any length of time 
must be more interesting to herself than it can 
possibly be to any one else. I noticed where 
my damea had intelligent husbands, they gener- 
ally spent their evenings away from home ; if it 
was beoaose they tired of the old subject of put- 
ting np peaches, or failure In the bread, or the 
gossip about their neighbors' affairs, 1 know not. 

As 1 have naid, I have been favored with an 
insight into the honaeholds of some of our 
leaders in the cause of Female Rnffrage, and lei 
me dwell a moment there, for 1 appreciate a 
charming home, and a well-cooked dinner. 

First, then, to the den of the Qoeen of Hears, 
to the hut of one ot the pioneers in the cause, 
who, of course, rakea brimstone over domestic 
harmony ! who jrrobaltlp recommends the grow- 
ing of tieards for women, and who must be orr- 
tainlv a cosrae specimen, in appearance, of a 
masculine woman- to the old home of Mrs 
Htanton at Renees Falls. 

It is a large cottage hooae. emliedded in the 
cer\tre of broad grounds, t.e autifoily decorated 
here with some forest trees, and there with 
cultivated patches of flowers, arbors of grapes, 
and farther back a apace full of ruddy tomatoes, 
fresh corn, fal squash* a. and all the oilier ac- 
complishments of a well-regulated Vegetable 
garden. The house, inaids, I must con lew*, 
is a little different from the generality of 
hooaes, sorry as I am to admit it 1 n the find 
place, one room wnins to look just as well 
aa anothei, and a stranger would lie much 
veied in any of them, if the host or hnstem 
would come in before he could get the arrange 
merits in it all settled, in his mind. For. in 
every direction, on llie wails, are groups of 
heads . one of poeta, another of philosopher*, 
another of distinguished women, etc . sir 
also there is a profusion of busts, large and 
small. (Mime of which look like stone, and 
others are partan. The fomitar* is old-tssh 
toned, ss if they might have had, at least, some 
o' the pieces some tiro*, yet they are freak 
looking, or the room could not have such s 
scrupulous air of neatness

However, if there were any difference in th* 
choice of room*. I preferred the library and nur 
a ary — the lormer pose swing s large and web- ! 
se lacked coUertsoc of book*, the author of two 
or three of which, bears the name of my lady s 
husband Tbia, of oouraa. is s favorite room 
of both husband and wife, who are here as con- 
genial companion* as elaewber* Tet no leas 
often do we find Mrs Htanton in the nursery 
the headquarters of arrrn children five r o bu st , 
manly looking boy*, and two roar, interesting 
girls, all of whom have Uj*<s same advantages for 
an intellectual physical, and mors! brtupbii up. 

Hot to the pri n c ip a l point I am aim cut 
afraid my country dames ad 11 never believe roe 
when I say that the cuisine is conducted on 
scient fir principles, and Mrs 8 . »* a scientific 
cook. Better bread, and more savory goodies, 
one could find nowhere, strung* as it may ap 
pear Her canned peaches did not spoil, end 
her Ixwfsteak* were never tough nor dry. to 
whomsoever ticking ed the credit. 

And here 1 have ben deacribing the home, 
without an allusion to its sunlight its fas- 
cinating influence, its life, m the cordial, soul- 
radiating. lively and piquant Mn Htanton her- 
self, • handsome, matronly -looking lady, brim 
full and running over with good humor -and 
withal a well-bred air of refinement, which may 
be the result of good training, for her mother 
was an educated iadv before her. and her father 
was an able Jndge of the Rupreme Court of the 
State of New York. 

But 1 ask pardon. dear Rrvoumos. for 
dwelling ao long in the old borne of only one 
of our Woman Rnffrage leaders. For 1 have 
visited Mrs. Dans, and several others, and 1 
would like to have told aliout them all st once, 
but now I (ear you are tired, and I will post- 
pone the rest until another time.

Theae are the men who thought slaves ex- 
hibited a peculiar fltnee* for their situstioD a* 
•nch. If ao. there aeem to be noble element* in 
thsir character nla i which proved them equal to 
the responsibilities of freedom. Before the day 
of emancipation oame, many were the forebod- 
ngs of " consequences dire,” in the euddeo 
transition from bondage to liberty. Barely, if 
the ignorant slave ban been equal to each a test, 
and can be trusted with the inalienable right of 
citizenship, it only remain* for educated wo- 
man to prov,*, that in her hand* the ballot may 
lie used conscientiously and justly. 

Possibly the name das* of men scent danger 
in the effect of too much oonacience in politi- 
cal affaira. We often hear the mother* of 
America exhorted to oring up their *ou* to a 
icalizmg nenae or their dutie* and responsibili- 
ties a* citizen*. not only that, bat fit them for 
those grand posiibiliUe* of Benator, even Pre- 
Ridsnt I At the tomti of Washington's mother. 
President Jack non said, in closing bis address 
"Khali there be more men like Washington ? 
Khali our land be peopled with *nch, or shall 
there be even enough to rale in the halls of 
legislation, so that we may become a land 
bleased with almost millennial happiness ? Will 
the mother* of the land answer ? " Is not the 
teacher supposed to understand that which is 
taught ? Hncb duties as these must prepare a 
woman's mind for the expression of her senti- 
ments on vital questions, which may as inti 
niately concern herself as her husband, son. or 
brother. The peculiar talent of men for mary 
of their avocations may be readily acquired ; 
constant practice makes it what it is. And 
those cicellencies. often looked nnon as natural 
endowments, will, if examined, l»e found to re- 
sult from practice and close application, some- 
thing which women generally know very little 
of from experience, but which son Id inevit- 
ably make them not only happier, but more 
useful membeia of aocioty.
